A  Strong  Fraternity  Life. 

When  we  begin  to  look  into  the  question  of  life,  we  find  that 
all  life  comes  from  a  small  cell ;  and  well  may  we  be  amazed  that 
such  a  grand  and  noble  thing  as  life  should  come  from  a  little, 
insignificant,  weak  cell.  Some  physiologist  has  defined  life  as 
"  the  sum  of  the  lives  of  all  the  cells,"  and  in  this  definition  we 
find  the  secret  of  the  great  strength  of  which  life  is  capable. 
'Tis  not  in  one  cell,  but  in  the  close  union  and  harmony  of  all. 
Fraternity  life  is  also  composed  of  cells,  and  as  each  cell  of  us 
is  strong  or  weak  so  is  our  fraternity  life. 

Great  care,  then,  should  be  exercised  in  picking  from  among 
our  class-mates  men  to  be  our  brothers,  for  to  have  one  weak  cell 
is  to  destroy  harmony.  But  how  should  we  select  men?  might 
be  asked. 

First  of  all,  they  should  be  men  of  character,  men  who  can 
stand  the  test,  and,  if  necessary,  always  be  found  along  the  firing- 
line.  Character  means  true  manhood ;  clean,  honest,  jind 
ambitious.  Character  always  makes  its  yeas,  yea,  and  its  nays, 
nay.  The  man  of  character  will  never  listen  to  dirty  schemes. 
He  will  win  by  clean  methods,  and  win  to  stay.  Character  in 
individuals  means  character  for  the  fraternity. 

In  the  second  place,  we  should  look  into  the  question  of 
family  standing,  for  this  world  knows  where  to  draw  the  line, 
and  we  want  to  be  on  the  right  side.     In  this  respect  our  feelings 
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should  be  curbed  somewhat,  or  we  may  find  them  overpowering 
us.  Family  should  come  into  consideration,  though,  and  no  man 
can  deny  it ;  yet  it  should  not  go  for  too  much.  Here  is  a  danger 
point  that  we  must  watch. 

Scholarship,  ability,  and  initiative  in  doing  things  should 
come  next  in  our  test  for  men.  "  Dare  to  brave  the  perils  of  an 
unprecedented  advance,"  some  great  man  has  said,  and  it  is  just 
such  men  we  need  and  want.  The  men  whose  names  have  gone 
down  into  history  have  all  been  men  who  dared  to  do  what  others 
feared.  Talk  is  all  very  well  in  its  place,  and  we  should  be  able 
to  use  it,  but  do  is  a  better  word  for  us.  The  fraternity  man 
will  one  day  play  a  very  prominent  part  in  the  solution  of  certain 
problems  that  confront  America  to-day,  if  he  is  carefully  trained 
and  carefully  chosen. 

With  character  as  the  great  concrete  foundation,  with 
scholarship  to  train  the  mind  and  suggest  plans  of  action,  and 
with  ability  as  the  motive  power,  we  will  have  men  to  stand  any 
test.  As  our  men  are  so  are  our  chapters,  and  as  our 
chapters  are  so  is  our  fraternity.  The  world  will  know  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  through  the  men  she  produces.  May  her  colors  ever 
float  in  the  breeze,  as  true  to  their  meaning  as  the  great  God  above 
us.

The  Relationship  of  Our  Grand  Council  Officers  to  the 

Fraternity* 

There  is  a  great  deal  lacking  in  the  manner  in  which  our 
Giand  Council  officers  get  into  contact,  or  rather  the  way  they 
fail  to  get  into  contact,  with  the  rank  and  file  of  the  fraternity. 

To  what  extent,  if  any,  do  the  Grand  Council  officers, 
directly  or  indirectly,  influence  favorably  the  individual  member  ? 
Ibis  any  brother  the  slightest  interest  whatever  in  the  person- 
ality of  the  Grand  Council  officers,  outside  the  particular  chapters 
the  officers  may  belong  to,  or  those   immediately   within   their 
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sphere  of  influence,  owing  to  their  geographical  position  ?  I 
contend  not,  but  this  may  be  objected  to.  The  vast  majority  of 
the  members  have  never  seen  any  of  our  present  or  past  officers, 
and  in  all  probability  never  will  see  any  of  the  future  ones  under 
existing  conditions. 

While  the  situation  must  remain  as  it  is  with  reference  to 
the  unavoidability  of  surmounting  the  regretable  disability  of 
our  members  becoming  personally  acquainted  with  the  officers, 
nevertheless  that  is  no  reason  why  something  should  not  be  done 
to  obviate  some  of  the  disadvantages  of  this  condition.  So  far, 
only  a  conspicuous  few  of  our  supreme  officers  have  evinced  any 
desire  to  overcome  this  obstacle  to  any  extent.  The  Journal 
keeps  all  in  more  or  less  immediate  touch  with  the  editor,  and, 
outside  of  this,  he  has  the  advantage  of  a  personal  acquaintance 
with  many  of  the  brothers.  Could  not  others  of  our  officers 
endeavor  to  get  into  closer  communication  with  the  general 
mass  of  members,  by  addresses  on  various  topics  in  connection 
with  fraternity  organization,  published  over  their  names  in  The 
Journal  ;  or  can  we  not  have  some  system  or  other  of  circular 
letters  sent  out  on  regular  occasions,  by  certain  of  the  officers — 
for  instance,  by  the  Grand  President  and  Grand  Secretary  at 
least — if  not  to  every  member,  which  would  be  most  desirable, 
then  certainly  at  least  to  every  chapter,  which  would  tend  to 
keep  up  a  certain  amount  of  intimate,  friendly  interest,  or  enthu- 
siasm, between  the  membership  body  and  Grand  Council  officers. 
The  converse  of  this  would  also  be  true,  in  that  every  chapter 
ought  to  be  required  to  send  in  a  condensed  report  of  the  condi- 
tions existing  at  their  respective  college  or  university,  with 
suggestions  for  the  removal  of  disabilities,  if  any  ;  also  reports  of 
matters  requiring  adjustment  by  the  Grand  Council.  These 
periodical  reports  sent  in  by  chapters  should  be  systematically 
filed  and  submitted  to  the  other  officers  by  the  Secretary.  True, 
this  systematizing  of  matters  would  throw  a  greatly  increased 
amount  of  work  on  the  Grand  Officers,  particularly  on  the  Grand 
Secretary ;  but  as  the  idea  of  electing  Grand  Officers  is  not  merely 
one  of  ornament  to  the  fraternity,  nor  only  of  honor  to  themselves, 
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it  is  conceivable  under  those  circumstances  that  all  officers  would 
take  the  proper  view  of  such  an  innovation  in  that  it  would 
afford  them  greatly  increased  opportunities  to  do  something  real 
and  tangible  for  the  material  benefit  of  the  fraternity.  The 
work,  however,  for  the  Grand  Secretary  would  be  really 
arduous  when  added  to  the  duties  already  attached  to  this 
office,  if  all  were  conscientiously  performed  by  him.  In  this 
event  there  is  no  just  and  valid  reason  why  he  should  not  be 
remunerated  to  some  extent  for  his  services,  as  is  done  by 
most  fraternal  orders.  They  find  it  wise  and  profitable  to  do  so, 
and  we  have  no  right  to  expect  such  an  amount  of  clerical  work 
performed  without  some  form  of  compensation  beyond  the 
more  or  less  empty  honor  of  holding  the  office ;  and  such  a 
fraternity  as  ours  ought  to  be  able  to  do  the  right  thing  in  this 
matter,  and  be  above  the  position  of  expecting  something  for 
nothing.  This  would  further  encourage  a  proper  attention  by 
the  Grand  Officers  to  the  intelligent  handling  of  executive  work. 
As  it  is,  however,  the  vast  majority  of  members  feel  in  the 
position  of  sheep  wandering  without  a  shepherd.  There  has  been 
no  energy  or  enthusiasm  diffused  from  our  Grand  Officers  under 
existing  conditions,  as  there  are  no  means  by  which  kindly 
feelings,  loyalty,  or  enthusiasm  can  be  engendered  in  either 
direction. 

This  regretable  lack  of  a  proper  understanding  between  our 
Grand  Officers  and  the  general  body  of  members  we  see  crystal- 
lized in  the  fact  that  each  year,  when  the  time  for  our  Conclave 
comes  around,  only  a  certain  percentage  of  chapters  get  up 
enough  ambition  to  even  send  a  delegate. 

The  lack  of  system  is  exemplified  in  the  fact  that  at  the 
last  Conclave  no  less  than  five  charters  were  withdrawn.  Who, 
may  I  ask,  are  responsible  for  this  regretable  condition  of  things  ? 
Not  altogether  the  members  composing  the  suspended  chapter, 
but  also  the  Grand  Council,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
failed  to  provide  for  a  proper  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  a 
chapter  once  it  is  established.  The  only  way  they  seem  to 
appear  in  the  life  of  a  chapter  practically  is  to  send  some  one 
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from  headquarters  to  conduct  the  opening  ceremonies,  and  then 
the  new  chapter  is  set  adrift,  to  sink  or  to  swim.  It  has  no 
guiding  hand  from  the  Grand  Council  to  keep  tab  on  their  doings 
or  misdoings  ;  no  correspondence  passes  between  them,  except  a 
fitful  letter  now  and  then,  until  suddenly  conditions  become  so 
bad  that  attention  is  directed  to  the  offending  chapter,  too  late 
to  rectify  matters  or  to  do  anything,  except  the  ignominious  one  of 
withdrawing  the  charter.  It  will  be  easily  seen  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  lacking  in  the  manner  of  the  systematizing  of  our  affairs, 
and  it  is  manifest  to  the  most  casual  member  that  no  real  progress 
can  be  made  in  our  fraternity  until  present  conditions  are  im- 
proved. New  chapters  ought  to  be  established,  instead  of  old 
ones  withdrawn  or  suspended  ;  but  our  central  government  must 
be  re-organized  and  adapted  to  cope  with  conditions.  Their  duties 
should  not  end,  as  they  now  practically  do,  with  consideration 
of  the  affairs  at  the  Conclave.  There  are  too  many  standing 
around  and  waiting  for  the  other  fellow  to  do  something.  Let 
us  all  get  down  to  business,  and  show  there  is  something  real  in 
all  those  expressions  of  love  and  interest  in  the  well-being  of  the 
fraternity,  which  we  find  expressed  from  all  sides  in  the  columns 
of  The  Journal. 

Talk  is  cheap,  but  it  takes  real  effort  to  accomplish  things 
to  put  our  fraternity  on  a  common-sense  basis,  so  that  we 
shall  not  have  to  blush  with  a  report  from  our  next.  Con 
clave  of  further  withdrawals.  The  embodying  of  a  form  in  our 
Constitution  for  use  of  resigning  members,  instituted  by  the  last 
Conclave,  is  a  further  sign  of  a  lack  of  strong  hands  at  the  helm. 
It  is  a  retrograde  step.  No  one  ought  to  wish  to  resign  from 
the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity.  Members  should  not  be 
anxious  to  have  another  resign  if  proper  precautions  are  taken 
in  the  first  instance  in  his  selection  for  membership,  and  if,  by 
any  chance,  he  does  deserve  to  be  deposed  from  the  ranks  of  the 
fraternity,  expulsion  will  meet  the  indications  as  heretofore,  and 
no  one,  having  once  freely  taken  the  oath  of  membership,  should, 
under  any  circumstance,  be  allowed  to  resign.  Such  a  law  is  a 
destructive   process.     Close   up  the    ranks,   brothers.     All   pull 
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together,  and  let  us   do  something  in  the  way   of  constructive 
legislation — local,  general,  and  fundamental.

The  Grand  President's  Letter, 


Noewalk,  Ohio,  September   26,  1906. 
To  the  Members  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon: 

As  Grand  President  of  this  organization,  I  wish  to  address 
the  fraternity  in  an  open  letter  through  the  columns  of  The 
Journal. 

Just  what  I  might  say  that  will  be  of  interest  to  all  the 
brothers  is  hard  to  determine  ;  but  as  I  feel  that  it  comes  in  the 
line  of  my  duty,  I  shall  gladly  make  the  effort,  and  if,  perchance, 
I  say  anything  that  will  tend  to  advance  the  interests  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  I  shall  feel  amply  rewarded.  This  issue  of  The 
Journal  finds  another  college  year  well  on,  and  I  trust  that  all 
the  brothers  whose  work  is  yet  unfinished  will  find  themselves 
comfortably  quartered  in  their  college  homes,  and  ready  to  pursue 
the  year's  work  to  the  end,  that  it  may  prove  pleasant  as  well  as 
profitable. 

With  the  return  to  college  will  come  a  renewal  of  many  of 
the  pleasant  associations  of  the  past,  together  with  the  forming  of 
new  acquaintances,  which  in  time  will  ripen  into  friendships 
that  will  be  sweetly  cherished  long  after  the  college  days  are 
over.  Especially  should  this  be  true  of  fraternity  men,  for  out 
of  the  hosts  who  will  have  entered  college  will  come  the  addition 
to  our  chapters  of  new  men  whom  we  shall  call  brothers. 

And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brother  will 
suffer  an  opportunity  to  pass  by  which  he  could  advance  the 
interest  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  by  doing  his  part  in  securing  this 
new   material. 

While  I  should  insist  that  it  be  done  with  caution,  I  see  no 
reason  why  the  membership  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  should  not  be 
materially  increased  throughout  this  year. 
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However,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  I 
would  sacrifice  our  standard  to  secure  this  increase.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  would  advise  that  in  seeking  candidates  it  be  done 
with  deliberation  and  good  judgment,  for  as  men  are  judged  by 
the  company  they  keep,  so  is  an  organization  measured  by  the 
personnel  of  its  membership. 

This  being  true  it  may  readily  be  seen  that  it  behooves  us 
as  a  fraternity,  severally  and  collectively,  to  associate  ourselves 
with  such  men  only  as  we  could  feel  free  to  welcome  with  us  to 
the  family  fireside. 

Though  I  recognize  the  fact  that  ours  is  not  yet  an  old  fra- 
ternity, yet  it  does  not  occur  to  me  that  that  should  prove  a  dis- 
advantage, for  none  can  fail  to  realize  the  fact  that  all  of  our 
sister  fraternities  were  at  one  time  no  older  than  we  now  are. 

And  so  I  say,  let  their  growth  and  success  be  but  an  incen- 
tive to  us,  that  we  ere  long  may  emulate  them,  and  fulfil  the  pur- 
poses of  our  existence. 

This  can,  however,  only  be  done  by  the  securing  of  the  best 
available  men  as  we  go  along,  upon  whom,  in  the  years  to  come, 
will  devolve  the  work  of  perpetuating  the  fraternity  that  we 
now  love  so  well,  and  for  which  we  are  striving  that  it  may,  at 
no  far  distant  day,  claim  its  share  of  favor  from  the  criticising 
world. 

And  now,  in  closing,  let  me  earnestly  entreat  every  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  whether  in  college  or  out,  to  always  keep  in  mind 
the  welfare  of  his  fraternity,  with  the  view  to  its  upbuilding 
and  advancement. 

This  done,  none  can  fail  to  feel  proud  of  the  results,  proud 
of  his  fraternity,  and  happy  in  the  thought  that  he  has  con- 
tributed to  its  success.

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The    Grand  Historian's  Letter. 


Brothers, — Through  the  pages  of  the  Journal  I  wish  to  call 
your  special  attention  to  a  matter  of  most  vital  importance  to 
the  fraternity— viz.,  the  necessity  of  keeping  an  accurate 
history  of  every  chapter  and  the  fraternity. 

This  work  has  been  sadly  neglected,  and  I  cannot  emphasize 
too  much  its  importance.  After  I  present  a  few  facts,  I  am  sure 
that  every  member,  active  and  alumni,  will  agree  and  heartily 
co-operate  with  me  and  their  respective  chapter  correspondents 
in   compiling  as  much  data  as  can,  at  this  late  date,  be  obtained. 

To  begin  with,  I  wish  to  give  you  an  insight  into  what  has 
been  done,  and  what  can  and  should  be  done.  I  am  now  in  posses- 
sion of  all  the  records  of  the  fraternity  that  have  been  turned  in 
since  its  organization,  and  they  are  disgracefully  incomplete.  A 
very  small  percentage  of  the  chapters  have  made  any  attempt 
to  keep  a  record,  and,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  older  chapters,  from 
which  we  would  expect  the  most,  have  done  the  least.  Of  course, 
before  the  present  forms  were  adopted,  no  one  had  a  good  idea 
of  just  what  was  wanted  ;  but  now  no  one  can  offer  this  as  an 
excuse.  Many  men  have  left  colleges,  and  it  is  too  late  to  obtain 
their  histories,  but  it  is  not  too  late  to  obtain  the  histories  of 
those  who  are  active  members,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
Historian  of  this  fraternity  to  see  that  these  records  are  attended 
to,  and  at  once. 

The  reasons  for  keeping  these  records  are  numerous.  In 
days  to  come  we  may  have  occasion  to  refer  to  them.  Let  me 
give  you  a  practical  example.  When  a  man  is  admitted  to  mem- 
bership his  name  and  age  should  be  recorded,  and  also  his  home 
address,  and  the  name  and  address  of  his  parents  or  guardian,  as 
the  case  may  be.  Now,  suppose  a  member  should  meet  with  an 
accident  or  fall  dangerously  ill.  It  would  reflect  very  poorly  on 
the  fraternity  if  no  one  knew  where  to  reach  his  friends  and 
relatives.  I  only  mention  this  example  as  a  possibility,  but 
under  the  existing  conditions  it  is  both  possible  and  probable, 
and  such  a  circumstance  might  cause  considerable  embarassment. 
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This,  brothers,  is  only  one  reason,  and  as   numerous  others  are 
sufficiently  obvious  I  will  not  take  time  to  enumerate  them. 

Now  just  a  few  words  on  what  should  be  done.  The  Histo- 
rian of  each  chapter  should  write  up  a  history  of  his  chapter  from 
the  time  of  its  organization  to  the  present  day.  This  history 
should  mention  the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  organization 
of  the  chapter,  the  charter  members,  through  whose  influence 
the  chapter  was  installed,  and  the  installation  committee,  etc. 
The  histories  of  each  member  should  be  taken  and  two  copies 
made,  one  for  the  chapter  and  one  for  the  Grand  Historian, 
and  this  must  be  done  in  the  case  of  every  new  initiate.  The 
Secretary  of  every  chapter  should  also  get  as  many  alumni 
histories  as  possible,  make  two  copies,  and  send  one  in  to  the  Grand 
Historian.  Of  course  this  work  means  some  trouble,  but  you  all 
see  the  importance  of  it,  and  if  the  members  of  the  fraternity 
will  become  interested  and  do  their  part,  we  will  have  no  difficulty 
in  keeping  an  account  of  what  we  are  doing  as  an  organization. 
We  hope  some  day  to  have  a  history  of  the  fraternity  published 
but,  without  the  support  and  co-operation  of  our  members,  such 
an  undertaking  would  be  impossible. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  I  wish  to  show  the  Grand 
Council  and  the  fraternity  at  large  some  results  at  the  next 
Conclave,  and  I  promise  you  I  shall  put  forth  my  best  efforts  to 
that  end,  and  I  expect  the  chapter  Historians  to  do  the  same.

In  the  beginning  of  a  new  school  year  a  chapter  is  always 
imbued  with  ambition  and  a  determination  to  make  their  frater- 
nity the  best  possible,  and  it  is  with  this  spirit  that  we,  the  Iota 
Alpha  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  greet  our  brothers. 

This  term  finds  our  chapter  well  established  in  its  new  home, 
and  our  prospects  were  never  brighter,  nor  our  aims  and  hopes 
higher.

Ebttorials. 

We  take  it  for  granted  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brothers,  and 
we  dare  say  the  fraternity  world  in  general,  will  with  interest 
learn  the  outcome  of  the  fraternity  controversy  at  Ohio  Northern 
University  during  the  past  year.  For  a  time  following  President 
Smith's  attack  upon  the  local  chapters  it  looked  as  though  Theta 
Alpha  would  be  compelled  to  surrender  its  charter.  But  through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  those  who  had  at  least  the  welfare  of  the 
fraternities  under  fire  at  heart,  a  sufficient  number  of  the  trustees 
came  to  see  that  the  fraternities  in  Ohio  Northern  University 
were  not  a  thing  to  be  so  much  deplored  as  had  been  claimed  by 
those  who  had  made  the  attack.  In  April,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college,  a  committee  of  five,  composed 
of  men  within  the  Board,  was  appointed  to  meet  and  make  an 
investigation  of  the  charges  preferred  by  President  Smith.  This 
committee  met  on  May  15th,  together  with  representatives  of 
the  fraternities  and  President  Smith.  After  a  lengthy  discussion 
of  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  respective  fraternities,  the 
committee  adopted  a  set  of  resolutions  embodying  their  findings 
and  containing  their  recommendations  as  to  the  disposition  of 
tl ie  question.  The  resolutions,  in  substance,  recommended  that  the 
fraternities  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  college,  but  placed  some 
restrictions  upon  the  members  of  the  same  in  the  management 
of  their  respective  chapters,  etc. ;  but  even  these  could  have  been 
acceded  to  without  so  much  undesirable  notoriety  had  President 
Smith  showed  proper  courtesy  to  those  who  had  become  identified 
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with  the  fraternities,  and  who  were  responsible  for  their  continued 
existence. 

The  resolutions,  though  opposed  by  some  members  of  the 
committee,  were  signed  by  a  majority  thereof,  and  submitted  to 
the  trustees  as  a  Board,  which  met  in  the  evening  of  the  same 
day. 

The  Board,  having  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  those  who 
composed  the  committee,  accepted  and  adopted  its  report,  much 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  fraternity  men  in  Ohio  Northern 
University.  And  now  let  it  be  known  that  Theta  Alpha  still 
lives,  and  we  predict  will  in  the  near  future  revive  and  recover 
from  those  unjust  attacks,  and  in  due  time  become  one  of  our 
foremost  chapters  in  the  promulgation  of  fraternal] sm  and 
the  tenets  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 


The  Coming  Year*

If  the  fraternity  life  is  a  help  and  inspiration  to  its  mem- 
bers, the  inter-fraternity  should  be,  and  is,  mutually  helpful. 
All  fraternities  that  strive  earnestly  to  hold  before  their  mem- 
bers the  highest  ideals  of  life  are  practically  on  the  same  plane. 
We  find  others  voicing  our  sentiments,  and  it  gives  us  new 
courage.  Such  were  our  feelings  when  we  read,  in  the  June 
Rainbow,  the  article  of  Dr.  Frank  Wieland,  Present  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta  Fraternity,  entitled  "The  Question  of  Drinking,"  with 
special  reference  to  college  men.  The  college  man  does  not 
usually  like  preaching  and  moralizing,  but  he  is  sometimes  sus- 
ceptible to  common  sense  argument. 

The  following  paragraph  shows  reason  and  strength  of  public 
opinion  back  of  it : 

"  It  is  the  sentiment  of  our  Alumni  Association  that  intoxi- 
cants be  debarred  from  the  chapter  houses  under  its  jurisdiction- 
It  is  a  rule  quite  generally  observed,  I  think.  If  I  feel  deeply 
on  this  subject,  it  is  more  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  physician 
than  otherwise.  There  never  was  a  time  when  the  question  of 
unclean  morals  among  college  men  was  more  serious.  If  we 
could  keep  our  boys  clear-headed,  we  could  keep  them  reasonably 
clean-minded.  If  we  could  eliminate  drinking  we  could  reduce 
other  immoralities  by  one  half,  at  least.  No  college  boy  has  any 
more  right  to  drink  high-balls,  as  a  habit,  than  he  has  to  take 
cocaine  or  morphine.  They  are  all  drugs,  of  use  in  their  places 
but   insidious,  and,  in  a  measure,  habit-forming  and  cumulative. 

"  A  boy  of  college  years  has  nothing  to  gain  and  everything, 
to  risk  by  drinking,  because  he  is  not  yet  mature.  He  is  jeopar- 
dizing his  future. 

"  If  I  were  a  young  man  in  college  to-day,  and  had  back  of 
me  a  college  fraternity ;  if  I  had,  especially,  the  inspiration  of  an 
organization  like  Delta  Tau  Delta,  that  has  ideals  and  lives  them  ; 
if  these  gifts  had  come  to  me,  I  should  repay  this  great  good 
or  tune  by  making  myself  a  disciple  of  the  doctrine  of  the  decent 
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life.  I  mean  by  that  the  square  life,  the  one  that  makes  one 
richer  and  no  one  else  poorer.  I  know  that  when  you  get  out  of 
college  you  have  to  hustle,  most  of  you,  even  to  live.  That  isn't 
any  hardship,  if  you  are  only  square." 

The  responsibility  of  realizing  the  ideals  of  our  fraternity 
depends  upon  each  active  member  this  year.  Brothers,  will  you 
help  to  make  them  significant  and  of  weight  in  the  lives  of  the 
men,  or,  by  ignoring,  make  them  a  laughing-stock  to  those  who 
know  what  the  fraternity  stands  for  ? 

College  men  need  not  feel  that  such  ideals  will  do  only  for 
old  fogies,  preachers,  and  fanatics,  when  such  men  as  Dr.  Weiland 
advocates  them ;  and  one  man  left  his  Fraternity  Alumni  Associa- 
tion because  he  could  not  bear  to  see  young  fellows  throwing 
their  lives  and  talents  away — a  questionable  attitude  to  take, 
because  it  savors  strongly  of  the  Middle  Ages.  If  conditions  are 
not  as  they  should  be,  why  not  try  yourself  to  improve  them  ? 


Tins  clipping,  from  the  Sigma  Nu  Chapter,  at  Vanderbilt, 
sets  forth  an  ideal  condition  of  affairs  between  the  fraternities 
there  that  the  Greeks,  in  other  institutions,  would  do  well  to 
imitate  : 

"  The  influence  of  fraternities  over  the  student  life  of 
Vanderbilt  is  undisputed.  The  college  annual  is  issued  by  them, 
and  nearly  all  of  the  honors  are  procured  by  fraternity  men. 

"  This  is  not  brought  about  by  the  exclusion  of  barbarians, 
but  is  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  desirable  material  has 
been  appropriated  by  the  fraternities.  Each  honor  is  open  to 
every  man,  and  is  given  to  the  one  who  deserves  it,  whether  he 
be  a  fraternity  or  non-fraternity  man,  and  without  regard  to  the 
particular  fraternity  to  which  he  belongs.  In  fact,  two  of  our 
foot-ball  captains  have  been  non-fraternity  men,  who  were  elected 
on  account  of  the  esteem  in  which  they  were  held  by  their  team 
mates. 

"  The  attitude  of  the  faculty  toward  the  fraternities  is  one  of 
sympathetic  co-operation,  so  long  as  they  do  not  encroach  on  the 
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class  work.  They  look  with  disfavor  on  any  emphasis  of  the 
social  feature,  and  disprove  of  chapter  houses,  which  they  charac- 
terize as  'dancing  halls.'  As  a  natural  consequence  of  this  lack 
of  opposition  to  their  existence,  there  is  an  intense  rivalry  among 
the  fraternities  themselves ;  nevertheless,  it  is  for  the  most  part 
friendly,  and  wonderfully  free  from  ill  feeling. 

"  The  fraternities  are  controlled  by  a  Pan- Hellenic  Council, 
composed  of  representatives  from  each  one.  Its  regulations  are 
strictly  enforced,  and  during  the  present  year  one  of  the  frater- 
nities was  temporarily  suspended  for  breaking  some  of  its  rules 
with  regard  to  spiking." 


The  following  editorial  from  Beta  Theta  Pi  brings  forcibly 
to  mind  our  influence  upon  one  another  in  our  fraternal  relation- 
ship. It  gives  the  good  influences.  No  doubt,  alongside  of  these 
could  have  been  placed  bad  influences.  It  is  a  sad  thought  that 
some  brother  may  look  back,  in  after  life,  to  some  work  or  deed 
of  ours  that  just  as  unwittingly  has  brought  sin  and  its  conse- 
quences into  his  life. 

"Few  realize  how  much  the  choice  of  fraternity  associates 
influences  one's  after  career.  We  know  one  loyal  brother  who,  at 
convention  times,  is  fond  of  recalling  how  at  a  Beta  convention 
he  met  a  brother  from  a  distant  chapter,  who  introduced  him  to 
the  girl  he  married ;  how  another  brother  introduced  him  to  a 
friend,  to  whose  influence  and  help  he  owes  much  of  his  success 
in  life ;  yet  how  another  brother  sent  him,  unsolicited,  a  most 
important  piece  of  information,  which  shaped  his  conduct  at  a 
critical  time,  and  so  on." 

Let  us  determine,  at  the  beginning  of  this  session,  that  for  us, 
our  influence  shall  come  up  to  the  highest  requirements  of  frater- 
nal love. 


Bearing  upon  the  important  matter  of  the  Alumni,  some 
clippings  from  an  article  in  the  Rainboio  are  pertinent  and 
interesting : 

"  The  time  to  make  an  alumnus  is  during  the  year  following 
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his  graduation,  and  the  way  to  make  an  alumnus  is  to  take  from 
the  senior  a  pledge  of  his  continued  interest  in  the  fraternity, 
while  it  is  yet  alive  in  the  work  of  the  active  chapter.  The  most 
effective  way  to  accomplish  this,  and,  indeed,  the  only  way,  is  to 
take  with  the  pledge  the  price  of  a  Rainbow  subscription  or  a 
note  for  the  same.  The  general  news  of  the  fraternity,  the 
alumni  notes,  and  the  letter  from  his  chapter,  coming  to  the  exile 
in  the  pages  of  the  Rainbow,  will  keep  green  his  memories  and 
his  interest  will  weather  the  storms  of  business.  The  benefit  is 
his  in  the  pleasure  the  reading  gives  him,  the  fraternity's  in  the 
value  of  an  active  alumnus,  and  the  chapter's  in  many  ways 
financial  and  moral. 

Some  of  the  chapters  have  learned  this,  and  are  holding  in 
line  every  graduate,  while  others  do  nothing  at  all,  and  suffer 
from  their  own  indolence.  The  peculiar  feature  is  that  some  of 
the  newest  chapters  have  worked  out  the  most  comprehensive 
plan  to  secure  the  desired  result. 


The  following  article,  copied  from  Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus, 
by  Beta  Theta  Pi,  and  clipped  from  that  journal,  gives  a  hint  as 
to  the  large  work  of  the  fraternity  in  keeping  men  from  becoming 
"quitters  " : 

"  For  permanent  life  and  success  in  any  chapter,  there  must 
be  a  steady  return  of  its  members  for  their  second,  third,  and 
fourth  years  of  college  and  fraternity  life.  Quitters  and  short 
course  men  never  yet  made  a  chapter,  though  a  band  of  such  may 
(if  the  editor  may  be  permitted  to  borrow  a  term  from  a  region 
unknown  to  him)  '  four-flush '  for  a  brief  season.  Given  this 
steady  majority  of  older  men,  a  chapter  has  the  power  to  mold 
new  material  into  the  accepted  likeness.  Nothing  can  bring  dry- 
rot  more  quickly  than  the  notion  that  every  freshman  voted  on 
must  be  a  specimen  of  positive  perfection  in  the  characteristics 
which  the  chapter  regards  as  essential.  The  freshmen  are  raw 
material.  It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  chapter,  it  is  a  large 
part  of  fraternity  life,  to  stamp  upon  them  the  one  image  which 
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is  thought  acceptable.  And  through  the  changing  generations  of 
college  men,  as  a  speaker  at  the  recent  Conclave  of  District  I. 
suggested,  the  alumni  of  the  chapter,  and  the  district  and  general 
officers  of  the  fraternity  concerned,  must  also  labor  without 
ceasing  to  maintain  the  standard.  Quantity  and  quality  must 
pull  together." 


We  note  with  pleasure  that  Sigma  Nu  has  entered  Syracuse 
University,  and  we  trust  that  the  future  relations  between  our 
two  baby  chapters  will  be  characterized  by  the  true  fraternal 
spirit.
